STATE SEEKING 
MORE LAND FOR 
GUILFORD PARK 


¡Approximately 100 Acres 
Arc Now Covered 
With Water 


LISBON. Jan. 29.—Approximately 
100 acres a 'e now under w ater at 
the new G uilford state park in H an- 
jover township, with a depth of about 
! 12 feet being registered a t the lock 
¡gate. T his is the largest volume of 
w ater th a t h as accum ulated since 
the gate wax closed last fall. 
It i.- the intent of the state to pu r­ 
chase about, 700 additional acres of 
land for this park, at an average 
cost of $65 per acre. O ptions on this 
additional acreage have been taken 
fcr the s*ate by Ed. Campbell of Sa­ 
lem and Dr. C. M cCandlex; who is 
associated w ith the departm ent of 
agriculture. 
The state legislature is expected to 
make a n appropriation during the 
current session for the purchase of 
thU additional land, and improve­ 
m ents to the property will be made 
from funds now in the hands cf the 
state agriculture departm ent. 
It has been announced that the 
fish and gam e division of the agri­ 
cultural departm ent plans the erec­ 
tion of a m odern fish hatchery a t
